IN DELINQUENCY 


Juvenile Law Violators 
Are Responsibility of 
Community, Judge Says 


"Juvenile delinquency is a prob- 


lem of the entire commuiaity, "Of 
each one of us, not of any single 
agency or organization." 


This was the theme of an ad- 


dress made last night by Judge 
Harold G Knight, of the Mont- 
gomery County Court of Common 
Pleas, speaking before 50 persons 
in the Kush restaurant, at a Ladies' 
Night meeting of the Pottstown 
Optimist club. 


He discussed some of the causes 


of juvenile delinquency and told 
briefly how parents should work 
with community agencies in prevent- 
ing 
children 
from getting 
into 


trouble. 


"The philosophy of the Juve- 


nile court," said the judge, who 
has presided over the Mont- 
gomery County Juvenile court 
for more than 21 years, "is not 
to punish, but to try to rehabili- 
tate the child."

He presented a table of statis- 


tics, showing that the number of 
youthful cases brought before him 
has dropped from 352 in 1944 to 
167 m 1946. and only 39 up to Oct. 
1 of this year. 


"However, these 'figures are not 


the whole story," the speaker de- 
clared.

Fathers 
and older brothers have returned

But the 
campaign got. off to a false start, possibly 
because of a lot of loose talk. 


Some propagandists are trying to create 


the impression that when you eat a pound 
of beef you are eating seven pounds of gram. 
The basis for this part-truth is that it takes 
about seven pounds of corn or other gram to 
add a pound of meat, tc an animal in the 
feedlot. 


But cattle put on most of their weight be- 


fore they get to the feeolot. 
That early 


weight is all or largely derived from grass. 
Even when cattle are being fattened, part of 
their diet is hay. They transform hay into 
human food.

Less feeding of grain to cattle would, of 


course, release more calories to people "who 
would eat the grain as bread or in other 
form. It is quite likely that there will be less 


. feeding this Winter and fewer animals next 
year for the very compelling reason that feed 
is so high many'farmers aren't going to risk 
fattening livestock. 


For a very short term this may have a 


good effect. 


But discouraging livestock on farms goes 


counter to a promising trend toward more 
animals. Crop rotation, soil conservation, fer- 
tilization and other good farming practices 
require that a larg*«r proportion of our land 
go into better nayneius aiui yttaluia. 


With land planted to legumes, farome and 


other good grasses, milk cows and meat 
animals can get more of their sustenance 
fiom grass and hay. They in turn produce 
the concentrated and protective foods which 
have been forming an increasing part of the 
American 'diet 
The people have benefltted 


and so have the farms.

It is pointed out that per capita meat con- 


sumption is up about 20 percent over the 
1930s. People in the upper levels of income 
probably are eating no~ more meat. 
Those 


•whose earnings were low in the 1930s and 
now are employed at good wages are the 
ones who account for most of the increased 
consumption, which is all to the good. 


That does not mean we shouldn't cut down 


cm meat to help feed Europe. But we don't 
have to blind ourselves to the facts in so 
doing. 


Aside from sending as much food as pos- 


sible to Europe. America must protect itself 
•with an adequate carryover of wheat. 
The 


short crop of corn this year warns us that 
the same may happen to wheat. Parts of the 
Dakotas and Montana this season got just 
enough ram. and at the right time, to make 
a crop. Had the rain come earlier or later, 
had it been less in amount, the Spring wheat 
crop could have been a failure. 


Grass farming, which means livestock, is 


a better hedge against drouth than are gram 
end corn. 


So let's save food. Particularly, let's cut 


out the *aste. But let's not kid ourselves 
with tries, schemes to have our cake and eat 
ii too.

This question involves so many factors 


that I shall not have space enough to 
treat it completely. 
But I should like 


to dwell primarily on the psychology of 
church music. 


If the music director, or even the 


clergyman, could sponsor a "consumer 
survey", as we call it in the 
business 


world, he would learn a number of val- 
uable reasons why people avoid 
the 


church. 


The first essential in advertising and 


selling, is to employ appeals which your 
potential customers can 
understand. 


I don't wish to appear sacrilegious 


when I say that too many churcnes are 
using hymns which are unfamiliar to the 
audience and which have very little 
"swing"' rhythm, so the tunes don't appeal 
to the parishioners. 


Traveling evangelists, however, usually 


understand the value of hearty singing 
by the audience so they employ the old 
time favorites. 
To have an audience 


half-heartedly drag tnrough unfamiliar 
songs, ptrs an unfair ourden on tha 
local minister. 


You doiiDtless realize that the spirit 


of victo-v or success is contagious. 
But 


so is failare!

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNBESEN. M- D. 


AMONG all the sad things which a 


doctor sees, none is more pathetic than 
a child afflicted with cerebral 
spastic 


palsy. This is a form of paralysis and 
though it allows its victims to move, no 
movement can be directed to a prede- 
termined end. In addition their muscles 
are often so badly contracted as to deform 
affected parts of the body. 


In most instances this tvpe of paraly- 


sis is due to some damage of the brain 
occurring at the time of birth. 


It has been estimated that 
seven 


infants with this disorder are born each 
year for every 100.000 population. 
Of 


these seven, one usually succumbs early 
in life, iwo have some mental disturbances, 
while the remaining four, though mentally 
normal, are pmsically handicapped. 


Birth is a difficult process and a num- 


ber of things may happen at this time 
to cause brain injury to the child Some- 
times birth occurs too rapidiv as it. often 
does when the child is bom before the 
normal time. 
Sometimes a long-drawn 


out. difficult labor will result in brain 
hemorrhage due to pressure 


Excessive use of driss to relieve the 


pain of chilctcirth mnv .Hied the baby 
adversely. 
Hence one of the most mi- 


poitant things m prcvvntmc this con- 
dition is a properly supervised labor, m 
which instruments are used only when 
absolutely necessary. 


Great care should bo taken to make 


sure that the birth does no! occur too 
rapidly. Nature requires time to prepare 
the way for the child: othervvi.se. its head 
may be forced through tot. small an open- 
ing' with resultant brain cUmaee 


' In so far as the treatment of a child 


with cerebral spastic pnralvsis i? con- 
cerned, a number of nieasuies aie em- 
ployed. Massage and exercises are help- 
ful" 
Sometimes operations are oerforrned 


to lengthen tendons and fix the feet m 
proper oof.tion. 


In 1944. first reports were issued con- 


cerning the use of a c.rug known as 
prostism.ne m the trea'ment of cerebral 
sps«t:r paralysis. This drug has the effect 
of relaxing the muscles. 
It cannot o« 


expected to cure the disorder, but it is 
helpful in relieving the symptoms.

This lunch room operator, how- 


ever, said that his restaurant is 
definitely saving on bread, con- 
sumed, explaining-. that the eating 
public-lias been wasteful here. 


A large local meat market ex- 


plained that sales were about the 
same yesterday as on any day in 
the week. People, the owner com- 
mented, are kidding themselves into 
believing they are going meatless 
by consuming such dishes as ham- 
burger and meat pie, claiming the 
latter to be a "pie" and not meat.
